His Excellency the Governor's Care for the 
Publick Safety of this Colony plainly dufcovers 
it felf in bissManagement of Affairs with the 
Indians, in General, as well as by his late tot!- 
fom Fourney to and from Virginia, and Cone- 
ftogoe. And the good People of this City and 
Province, from a juft Senfe of the Happinefs 
they enjoy under the prefent Adminiftration, 
embrace all Opportunities of expreyppng their 
Love and efteem for the Governor, who, at hes 
Return from Coneftogoc, was waited upon at 
the Upper-Ferry of Schulkill  Rever by the 
Mayor and Aldermen of this City with about 
Two Hundred Horfe. And after a Retrefbment 
of Wine and other cool Liquors, upon the 11th 
Inftant about Sun-fet His Excellency arrived 
in good Health at his own Houfe, £0 the uni- 
ver{al Foy of our Inbabrtants.

I have fo great a Love for you, My dear 
Brothers, who live under the Protection of 
this Government, that I cannot fuffer you to- 
be hurt, no more than I would my own Chil- 
dren, I am but juft now returned from Vir- | 
ginia, where I wearied my felfin a long jour-— 
ney, both by Land and Water, only to make- 
Peace for you my Children, that you may 
fafely hunt in the Woods without Danger 
from Virginia, and the many Indian Nations 
that areat Peace with that Government. But 
the Governor of Virginia expects, that you 
will not hunt within the great Mountains, on 
the other fide of Potemmack River, being it 
is a mall Tra@t of Land which he keeps for 
the Virginia-Indians to huntin: And he pro- 
mifes, That his Indians fhall not any more 
come on this Side Potowmack, or behind the 
great Mountains this Way, to difturb your 
Hunting. And this is the Condition I have 
made for you, which I expect you will firmly 
keep, and not break it on any Confideration 
whatfoever. 

I defire, that what I have now faid to you 
may be interpreted to the Chiefs of the Hive’ 
Nations prefent : For as you are a Part of 
them, they are in like Manner one with us, as 
you your felves are; and therefore our Coun- 
cils muft agree, and be made known to one a- 
- nother: For our Hearts fhould be open, that 

we 
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we may perfectly fee into one anothers Breatts.. 
And that your Friends may {peak to me free- 
jy, tell them, I am willing to forget the Mi- 
fakes which fome of their Young Men were 
Guilty of amongft our People. ‘] hope they 
will grow wifer with Age, and hearken to the 
grave Counfels of their Old Men, whofe Va- 
Tour we efteem becaufe they are wife; but the 
Rafhnefs of their Young Men is altogether 
Folly. ~ .

HEY were glad to fee the Governor and 

his Council at this Place; for they had 
heard much of the Governor in their Towns 
before. they:came from Honte,- and now they 
find him to be what they had then heard 
of him, vz. Their Friend and Brother, and 
the fame'as if William Penn were {till amongtt 
them. 

They affure the Governor and Council, That 
they had not forgot Witiam Penn’s Treaties 
with them 3.and that his-Advice to them was 
{till frefh in their Memories. 

Though they cannot write, yet they retain 
every, thing faid in their Councils with al 

tne 
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"the Nations they treat. with, and. preferve it 
as carefully ia, their. Memories, as if it was 
committed in, our Method: to Writing. 
They complain, That our Traders carrying 
— Goods. and Liquors, up. Safquehannah River, 
 fometimes meet wth their young People 
going: out to Wear, and treat them. unkindly ; 
not only refufing to give. them a Dram of 
their Liquor, but ufe.them with ill Language, 
and, call them Dogs, eC Pe ahadha 
They: take this unkindly, becaufe Dogs have 
no: Senfe or Underftanding - Whereas they 
are Men; and think that, their Brothers, fhould 
not compare them to fuch Creatures. ; 
- That: fome’ of our. Graders. calling, their 
Young Mem by thofe Names, the Young Men 
anifwered;, If they wene Does, then. they might 
ak as fach Whereupon they feiz’d,aCag, of 
Liquor;.and:run, away with it. -

Prefents another Bundle of raw Skins, and ob- 
Serves, That a Chain may contract Ruf with 
lying, and become weaker: Wherefore he de- 
fires it may now’ be fo well cleaned, as‘to re-. 
main brighter and ftronger than ever it was 
before. - : | 
__Prefents another parcel of Skins, and’ fays, 
That as in the Firmament all Clouds and 
Darknefs are removed from the ‘Face of the 
Sun; So they defire that all Mifunderftand- 
ings may be fully done away : So'that when 
they, who are now here, fhall be dead and 
gone, their whole ‘People with: their Chil- 
dren and Pofterity, may enjoy the: clear Sun- 
thine of Friendthip with’ us for ever, without 
any thing to interpofe and obfcure it.

thing now ftipulated will be made abfolutely 
firm and good on both Sides. | 

Prefents a Bundle of Bear Skins, and fays, 
That having now made a firm League with 
us, as becomes our Brothers, they complain 
that they get too little for their Skins 
and Furrs, fo as they cannot live by their 
Hunting ; they defire us therefore to take’ 
Compaffion on them, and contrive fore Way 
to help them in that Particular. 

Prefenting a few Furrs, he fpeaks only. as 
from bimfelf to acquaint the Governor, That 
the Five Nations having heard, that the Go- 
yernor of Virginia wanted to fpeak with

Five Strowd Match Coats of Two Yards 
each, One Hundred of Gun-Powder, Two 
Hundred of Lead, with fome Bisket, Tobac- 
co and Pipes, fhould be delivered as the Go- 
vernor’s Frefent to the Five Nations.

My Friends and Brothers, 


YT is a great Satisfattion to me, That I have 
& this Opportunity of Speaking to the 
Valiant and Wife Five Nations of Indians, 
whom you tell me you are fully impowered 
to reprefent. 


I} treat with you therefore as if all thefe 


Nations were here prefent ; and you are to 
underftand what I now fay to be agreeable 
to the Mind of our Great MonarchG EO RGE 
the King of England, who bends his Care 
to eftablifh Peace amongft all the mighty Na- 
tions of Europe, unto. whom all the People in 
thefe Parts are as it were but like one Drop 

| out 
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out ofa Bucket. So that what is how tranf- 
atted between us, mutt be laid up as the 
Words of the whole Body of your. People 
and our People, to be kept in perpetual Re- 
membrance. | 

I am alfo glad to find, That you remember 
what Wikiam Penn formerly faid to you. 
He was a Great and a Good Man: Hisown 
People loved him ; He loved the Indians, 
and they alfo loved him. He was as their 
Father; he would never fuffer them to be 
wrong’d; neither would he let his People 
enter upon any Lands until he had firft 
Purchafed them of the Indians. He was 
juft ; and therefore the Indians lovd Him. 

Though he is now removed from us 3 yet 
his Children.and People following his Ex-. 
ample, will always take the fame Meafvures: 
So that his and our Pofterity will be asa 
long Chain, of which He was the firft Link ; 
and when one Link ends, another fucceeds ; 
and then another 5 being all firmly bound 
together in one ftrong Chain to endure for 
ever. 
_ He formerly knit the Chain of Friendfhip 
with you, as the Chief of all the Jndzans in 
thefe Parts ; and left this Chain fhould grow 
rufty, you now defire it may be fcour’d and 
made {trong to bind us as one People toge- 
ther. We do affure you it is, and has al- 
ways been bright on our Side; and fo we 
will ever keep it.

As to what you have faid of Trade, I fup- 
pofe, the great Diftance at which you live 
from us, has prevented all Commerce between 
us and your People. We believe, thofe who 
go into the Woods, and fpend all their Time 
upon it, endeavour to make the beft Bargains _| 
they can for themfelyes. So on your Part, 
you mu{t take Care to make the beft Bar- 
gain you can with them. But we hope our 
Traders do not exact ; for we think that a 
Strowd Coat, or-a Pound of Powder is now 
fold for no more Buck-Skins than formerly. 
Bever indeed is not of late fo much ufedin — 
Exrope, and therefore does not give fo good | 
a Price, aid we deal but very little in’ that 
Commodity. But Deer-Skins fell very well. 
amongit us, and I fhall always take Care that 
the Indians be not wrong’d. But except other 
Meafures be taken to regulate the Indian- 
Trade every where, the common Methods 
ufed in Trade will ftill be followed, and e- 
very Man muft take Care of himfelf ; for 
thus I muft do my felf, when I buy any 
Thing -from our own People, if I do not 
Sive them their Price, they will keep it; . 
for we are a free People. But if you have 
any further Propofals to make about thefe’ 
Affairs, Vm willing to hear and confider 
them ; for ’tis my Defire that the Trade 
be well regulated to your Content. 
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Lam fenfible Rum:is very- hurtful to the 
Indians’ 3-we have made Laws that none 
| fhould be carried’ amongft them, or if any 
weré, that’ it fhould. be ftaved and thrown 
upon the Ground, and the Indians have been 
-orderéd'to deftroy all the Ram that,comes 
in their way ; but they will not do it, 
they will have Ram, and. when we refufe it, 
they will travel to the Neighbouring Pro- 
vinces and fetch it. Their own Women 
- go to’ purchafe it, and’ then’ fell it amongft 
their own’ People at exceflive Rates. I would 
gladly make any Laws to. prevent: this that 
could be effeétual ; but the Country 1s fo 
wide, the Woods are fo dark and private, 
and fo far out of my Sight, that if the 
Indians themfelves do not prohibit their own 
People, there is no other way to prevent it: 
For my Fart, I fhall readily joyn in any

When,our, Interpreters were coming away 
the Chiefs. informed, them, That they had 
fomething further to- fay to the Governor, ; 
upon which they were detained. The next 
| Day, the 14th of September, the Governor 
received at his Chamber the Ten Chiefs of 
the Five. Nations, being Two from each ; to- 
| gether with Two others, faid to be of the 
Tufcororoes: And by the Interpretation. of 
Lawrence Claefe, Fublick interpreter for the 
‘Indians, in the Prefence of Philip Livingfton, 
| Secretary for Ivdian Affairs at Albany, both 
whom our Governor defired to be prefent, 
they fpoke as follows: 


Brother Onas,. | 
Af Z.here now freely furrender to you ak 
VW thofe Lands about Coneftogoe; which 
the Five Nations have clajmed : And it is our 
| Defire that the fame may be fetled- with Chri- 
ftians 5 22 Token whereof we give this String 
| of Wampum. ' 

Brother Onas, According to the bef of our 
Pane Pe Under ft andinz, 
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Underftanding, we have renew'd at this Time 
with you all former Treaties between your 
People and us 5 we therefore expett, that if 
any of our People come to Trade at Philadel- 
phia, you will order that they be received like 
Brethren, and have the Goods as cheap as pof- 
fible. So we wifh you all Profpertty and a goad 
Fourney Home. 

Now we are going to depart from one ano- 
ther, we your Brethren, the Sachims of the 
Five Nations, defire that you would give us 


fome Provifions, to help us on our Fourney. 


On which they gave Two fmall Bundles of 
Beaver and drefs’d Skins. 


Sir William Keith's Anfwer. 


Brethren, 
.7 OU know very well, that the Lands a- 
bout Coneftogoe, upon the River Sa/que- 
hannah, belong to your old Friend and kind 
Brother Wiliam Penm ; neverthelefs I do here, 
in his Name, kindly accept of the Offer and 
Surrender which you have now made to me, 
becaufe it will put an End to all other 
Claims and Difputes, if any fhould be made 
hereafter. , 
Brethren, 1 underftand, as you do, that we 
here at this Time renew’d all former Trea- 
tics between the Five Nations and Pennfyl- 


vania ; and confidering how well you are 
provided 
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provided with Goods at Albany, Y think P&:- 
ladelphia will be far out of your Way to 
Trade ; but as often as any of your Peo- 
ple cotme to us in Love and Friendthip, 
they fhall be treated like Brethren. 

I am not able to provide for you here as 
if I were at Home ; but I will order fome 
Bread to be got for your particular Ufe: And 
i heartily wifh you well Home to your own 
Families.

t was my defire that My Brother's Son, 
Fahkurfoe {hould be fent for to come to 

me ce hear my aft Words, whom I have ap- 
pointed KING after me. My Brother's Son, 
‘This day I deliver my Heart into thy Bofom, 
and would have thee love that which is Good, 
and 
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and to keep Good Company, and to refufe that 
‘which ts Evz/ 5 and to avoid bad Company. Now 
inafmuch as I have delivered my Heart into 
thy Bofom, I alfo deliver my Bofom to keep 
my Heart therein ; therefore always be fure 
to walk in a Good Path ; and never depart out 
of it. And if any Jndians fhould fpeak 
any evil of Indians or Chriftians, do 
not join with it, but look to that which is 
Good, and join ‘with the fame always, 
Look at the Sun from the Rifing of it to the 
Setting of the fame. In-Speeches that fhall 
be made between the Indians and the Chrz- 
fttans, if any thing be fpoke that is Evil, do 
not join-with that, but join with that which . 
is Good ; and when Speeches are made, do not 
thou fpeak firft, but let all fpeak before thee, 
and take good notice what each Man fpeaks, 
and when thou haft heard all, join to that 
which is'‘Good. Brother's Son, 1 would have 
thee to cleanfe thy Ears, and take all Darkuefs. 
and Foulnefs out, that thou mayft take notice 
of that which is Good and Evi/, and then to 
join with that which is Good, and refufe the 
Evil 5 andalfo to cleanfe thy Eves that thou 
mayft fee both Good and Evi/: and 1f thou fee 

any £vz/, do not join with it, but join to that 
which is Good. Brother’s Son, Thou - baft 
| heard all that is paft: now I would have thee 
to ftand up in time of Speeehes, and to ftand 
in my Steps, and follow my Speeches as I have 
_ faid before thee, then what thou doft defire in 
_ Reafonwill be-granted thee : Why thould thou 


not 
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not follow myExample, inafmuch as I have had 
a mind todo that which is Goed, and therefore 


do thou alfothe fame. Whereas Sehoppy and — | 


and Swampis were appointed Kings by me in 
my ftead, and I underftanding by my Dottor 
that Sehoppy fecretly advifed him not to Cure 
me, and they both being with me at foha 
. Hollingsheads Houfe, there I my felf fee by 
them, that they were given more to Drink 
than to take notice of my Lat Words, for I 
had a mind to make a Speech to them, and to 
my Brethren the Englifh Commiffioners, there- 
fore I refufed them to be Kings after me in 
my ftead, and have chofen my Brother’s Son 
Fabkurfoe in their ftead to fucceed me.
